SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book represents a collection of some of the artist photographer Robert 
Mapplethorpe’s work. The images contain varied subjects including flowers, religious 
icons, portraits, marble statues, male and female nudity, naked male genitalia, sexual 
activity, and sado-masochistic sexual activity. It includes four images of a male 
urinating into another’s mouth and four photographs depicting the infliction of serious 
physical harm. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 does apply to this publication and 
any limitations imposed upon its availability must be reasonably justified. Therefore, 
pursuant to section 23 of the FVPC Act, and having regard to the criteria noted under 
section 3 of the Act, the Classification Office has given weighting to the purpose of the 
publication by reason of its context, its character, who it is intended to be made 
available to, and the nature of its contents. The Classification Office is of the view that 
the publication should not be made available to younger members of the community. 
This is due to the explicitness of some of the images of genitalia, themes associated 
with sado-masochistic sexual activity and the high-impact depictions of the infliction of 
serious physical harm upon males’ genitalia. It is considered that any likely injury to the 
public good would be reduced by the publication being restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 18 years. Mapplethorpe is, therefore, classified as objectionable 
except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the 
age of 18 years. 
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
